THE NEW ENGLISH RIFLE. 


Tbe Claim la Made That It Will Bit • 


Nan Point Blank at BOO Yard*. 


An offlfeial army order gives all tirade- 


tails of the mechanism of the new maga- 
zine rifle with which the army is to be 
supplied. 
The weight with magazine 


(empty) is nine pounds eight ounces, the 
new sword bayonet fifteen and one-half 
ounces, tbe scabbard four an*l three- 
fourths ounces, the magazine when filled 
with eight cartridges thirteen ounces. 
The length of the rifle is four feet one 
inch, and the sword bayonet one foot 
four inches. 


The magazine consists of a sheet steel 


box inserted from under the body in 
front of the trigger guard through an 
opening in the body. It is held in posi- 
tion by a spring in the body engaging in 
a notch on the magazine. It will con- 
tain eight cartridges, and may be filled 
when in position in the rifle or when de- 
tached, by inserting the cartridges one 
by one. A spring at the bottom of the 
magazine presses upward a movable 
platform, forcing the column of cart- 
ridges also upward. 


A "cut off" is fitted to the right side of 


the body, which, when pressed inward, 
stops the supply of cartridges from the 
magazine, so that the arm may then be 
used as a single loader. When the "cut 
off" is pulled out the lower edge of the 
bolt on being driven forward engages 
the top edge of the uppermost cartridge 
in the magazine and forces it into the 
chamber, and so on till the magazine is 
emptied. The magazine can be removed 
by pressing a small lever inside the trig- 
ger guard. 


One magazine is attached to each rifle, 


being secured from loss by a chain link. 
A spare magazine is also issued with 
each arm. The stock, like that of the 
Martini-Henry rifle, is in two pieces, the 
fore end anil the butt. Under the hinder 
part of the Muull of tho butt is a projec- 
tion forming a so called "pistol grip." 
The butt is secured to the body by a 
"stock bolt." The butt plate is fitted 
with a trap, giving access to the unoccu- 
pied portion of tho stock bolt recess, 
which is arranged to contain an oil bot- 
tle and a jag. 


The rifle is piovidi'd with two sets of 


sights. The foresight and the backsight 
are fixed in tho usual position on the bar- 
rel. The foresight is a square block with 
a vertical cut through it, showing a fine 
line of light. Aim is t;ik«n by fitting 
this square into a corresponding square 
notch in the backsight, so that lines of 
light of equal width may be seen on 
each side of it, and aligning the central 
line of light on the point to bo hit. The 
lowest or "fixed sight" is that for 300 
yar<ts. Using this sight, a head and 
shoulders figure can be hit at any dis- 
tance between 375 and 130 yards, while 
a six-foot figure can bo flit up to about' 
500 yards without in either case aiming 
off tho figures. The highest graduation 
is for 1,900 yards. The rifle is also fitted 
with extreme range sights. The front 
sight, which is called the dial sight, is 
graduated from 1,800 yards up to 3,500 
yards. There are two kinds of ammuni- 
tion pouches, one holding forty rounds 
and the other fifty. The cartridge is 
made of solid drawn brass and is charged 
with ordinary gunpowder pressed into 
the form, of a pellet, with both ends 
slightly rounded. — Manchester Guard- 
ian. 


The St. Paul Ice Falace Flaua. 


The plans for the ice palace of 1890 


were accepted today, and construction 
will he begun us soon as there is ice 
enough in the Mississippi. The castle 
will be 360 feet long, and will vary in 
width from 48 to 200 feet. There will 
be one large central tower 54 feet square 
and rising in the air to a height of 150 
feet. 
Several smaller towers will be 


erected at different angles, their height 
ranging from 40 to 80 feet. The towers 
are almost purely Romanesque in design. 
Starting at the main entrance, either 
from the c;ist or weht side, the visitors 
will enter the main tower, looking to 
the right and left down long vistas to 
the royal apartments at one end and a 
large amphitheatre at the other. The 
apartments of Borealis Hex and suite 
consist of a banquet halrtuid the king's 
and queen's apartments, containing in 
all eight rooms. These are located at 
the east end of the palace. The amphi- 
theatre is a large circular inclosure 100 
feet in diameter, with a realistic scene 
at the extreme end and niches in tbe 
wall filled with statuary. The vista will

, Jan. 2u.—After loutine bus- 


ness, the Introduction of bills and favorable 
report* from committees on bills providing 
or the admission ol Wyoming and for a 
empor^ry form of government for Otela- 
toma, Mr. Pascoe addressed the Senate on 
he subject of federal control of elections. 
Beoonstruotlon measures and tlie work of 
he army officers, Freedraen's Bureau agents, 
camp-followers and stragglers, he said were 
iflortl of the Republican party to build up a 
Southern "annex" to their party, and thus 
prolong Its leass of power. It hail turned 
>ut to be a rope of Band, and now the at- 
:empt wa§ to be made to seize the electoral 
machinery of the States The message of 
the President, he said, had contained no syl • 
able In lavor of free and nonest elections, 
eicept as to the suppression o( the votes of 
colored people at the South. There waa no 
evidence before tho country of any such 
•uppreislon. Nono had been communicated 
to Congress. It was simply a matter of in- 
fluence. He presented somo election statis- 
tics from Kaitern, Western and Southern 
States, to prove that "the silent voter Is In- 
creasing In every section of tho country." 
In conclusion he stated that his voice and 
vota will be given In favor ol standing by 
the methods ol election which had come 
down from the days ol Washington and Jef- 
ferson. 


Mr. Chandler followed Mr. Puscoe. That 


Senator, be said, had complained ol tho 
character ol ipme citizens of the South who 
had come North as witnesses concerning 
political outrages In that sectlrm, and had 
also h«d something to say about the "silent 
voter." There was' one citizen of Florida, 
said Mr. Chandler, who will not come Xorth 
to testify concerning political outrages and 
who might be termed a "silent voter " That 
inanwa« John Burr, a colored citizen of 
Madison County, Fla., who, in October last, 
having been to Jacksonville, as a witness 
concerning political outrages, was killed on 
LIB return to Madison County, by the Demo- 
crats of that county,on account ol the testi- 
mony which he had given. 


Mr. Chandler also referred to the driving 


by masked Democrats liom his homo In Jel- 
feraon County, Fla,, ol J. U. Cole, because 
he was a prominent Republican lie read 
extracts on the subject ol tli.it outrage from 
artlcljs Irom the New York Tribune, the 
Monticello (Fla.) Constitution, the Gaines- 
ville (Fla.) Advocate, and the Milwaukee 
Sentinel. He hoped the Senator (Mr. Pas- 
coe) would inform the Senate whether ho 
did not consider such transactions as these 
reasons why It would be wise and Judicious 
for the Government ol the United States to 
pass some low for the protection ol Repub- 
lican ivotors and for fair elections in tho 
South lor Republicans In Congress. He also 
reminded Mr. Fascoe ol other political mur- 
ders and outrages In Alabama, goiug as far 
back as 1881. 
11 there WHS any one state that 


needed tho benefit of a Federal election law 
In connection with Congressional eloetlons 
It was the State ol Florida He submitted to 
the Senator, Mr. Pascoe, whether he had not 
better, under the clrcumstani.es, waive $ils 
objection to National interlerence in elec- 
tions and to the passage of a National elec- 
tion law that would nt least secure elections 
In Florida that would be (lor onoe m the his- 
tory ol that State) both honest und peaceful. 


Mr, Pasooe In a rejoinder Bald he would 


not follow senator Chaudlei through his 
rambllngsIrom his scrap-book, but he ex- 
pressed the belief tbat the elections In Flor- 
ida, ever since the memorable one of 1876, 
were as lair, as peaceful and us quiet as they 
were in New Englandi It was not surpris- 
ing that there were some liieyular!ties there 
then because the Senator (Mr chandler) had 
been one ol the prmcipiil agents in the 
Florida election Iraud in 117S, and the de- 
moralization resulting tiom that had not en- 
tirely disappeared 


The allusion to Ins course in Florida In 


1876 brought Mr. Chandlei to his loot again, 
and he denied the charge that he had then 
approached tho chairman of the State Can- 
vassing Board and had promised that, II the 
Mate was canvassed for Hayes, the majority 
of the returning board would be taken owre 
ol.

The Ballot-Box Forgery Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. al.—Mayor Mosby 


of Cincinnati was placed on the stand 
before the House committee to investi- 
gate the Ohio ballot-box forgery yester- 
day morning. He stated that he knew 
Wood, who flrst came to him about Au- 
gust 6 last, with a letter of intro- 
duction from 
E. 
C. Hall, manager 


of 
the 
Hall 
Safe 
Company. 
The 


mayor produced a number of letters 
Irom prominent Ohioans indorsing Wood 
for the smoke inspectorship. Among 
these were 
several 
from Governor 


Foraker, which the latter had produced 
during his testimony. One of the let- 
ters was from Powell Crosby, the law 
partner of Representative Butterworth. 
On the morning that it (Wood's ap- 
pointment) was erroneously announced 
in the Cincinnati newspapers-, a man 
called on the mayor and accused Wood 
of being a notorious li.ir 
and said

good. 


This man also accused Wood of neglect- 
ing his own family, of breaking up an-

Mosby 
a 
number 
of 
letters 


from Cincinnati businessmen and others 
giving Wood a good character. Wood, 
they said, neither drank, smoked nor 
chewed. Some of the letters were high- 
ly complimentary of Wood. The most 
important of those produced by the 
mayor was one from Mrs. A. A. Gibson, 
a sister of Geo. W. Jewell. She said 
that Jewell was a mild lunatic who had 
been kindly treated by Wood. The lat- 
ter, according to Mrs. Gibson, was a 
tender husband, and during her sixteen 
years in the same house with him 
she had never seen or heard of any 
thing tending J.o prove what Jewell 
had said. Other letters from relatives 
of Jewell and Wood were produced, and 
these all gave Wood a high character. 
The witness said It had never occurred 
to him that the ballot-box paper was a 
forgery. He knew that Governor For- 
aker did not intend to make use of it. 
He had a conversation with Wood about 
the paper, and Wood told him what he 
had told Governor Foraksr—that he 
had got it from Walter Wellman, the 
private secretary to John K. McLean. 
After it became known that the ballot- 
box paper was a forgery, Wood came to 
the mayor and asked him about an In- 
terview in the Times-Star, in which the 
mayor had quoted Mr. Elliott as saying 
that Wood had said that his (Wood's) 
father and mother were liars and he 
could not helplymg. The mayor pressed 
Wood to tell about the forged paper. 
Wood wanted to know which paper ha 
meant.and on the mayor explaining th&t 
he meant the one in the Commercial- 
Gazette, Wood said there were three or 
four papers like the one Mr. Ualstead 
had published. The mayor said the 
published paper did not contain all the 
names of the original, hut Wood in- 
sisted that it did. Wood i xplained that 
there wore always three or for cliques 
working to get a bill through Congress, 
and it was necessary to have certain pa- 
pers to show to some of these cliques by 
other persons who were interested in a 
bill in ojder to shut them off. 
The 


mayor had a conversation also with Mr. 
Halsteart who told him that Wood had 
got tip tho paper in Mr. Murray's office, 
telling the young men there that ho 
Wanted to put the names of prominent 
persons to tho paper in order to get 
Jnoro subscriptions for the ballot-box 
company.

Committee on reform in the Civil Serv- 
icr met yesterday morning to hear Eep- 
lesentatives Houk, of Tennessee, and 
Ewart, of North Carolina, give expres- 
sion to their views on tho Civil Service. 
The three Civil Service Commissioners 
^ere present. 


Representative Ewart hegan his ad- 


dress by referring to the number of 
charges made against the Commission, 
and he urged Immediate action. If tlie 
Commission were guilty it should b« 
condemned, but if innocent, then it 
should be vindicated. Mr Ewart then 
.formally preferred a numberof charges. 
His accusations included the appoint- 
ment of clerks and the promotion of 
messengers under tho Civil Service 
Commission without reference to the 
law. 
In answer to questions Mr. Ewart 


bald he was attacking the Commission, 
not tho law, as the administration was 
defective rather than the principle. 


Representative Ilouk followed Mr. 


iEwart. He contradicted the statement 
that he was an anti-Civil-Servlce man. 
He was m favor of the highest possible 
type of Civil Service which wab con- 
sistent with American ideas and Amer- 
ican institutions. Mr. Ilouk favored a 
commission organized by the head of 
each Department. Tho Secretaries wero 
better qualified to select proper men 
than the general and central commis- 
sions. The Commission is reponsible for 
an appointment, but the country looks 
to the Secretary. He contended that 
the system of examinations now In force 
4id not tost the fitness of a man for a 
particular line of work. 


When Mr. Houk had concluded, Com- 


missioner Lyinan spoke of the Ewarts 
resolution for an investigation of the 
Commission, and said that as some of 
the charges related to him personally 
ho wanted a thorough and searching 
examination.

Senator Johns' Review of the 


preme Court Decision. 


All Points Contended for Decided in Favor 


of the Ex-Sheriff. 


The full opinion of the Illinois; supreme 


court in the case of The People of the 
State of Illinois for the use of Maoon co. 
m W. W. Foster, ex-sheriff, et al.. was re- 
ceived in Deeatar yesterday from Spring- 
field. It comprises twenty-two pages of 
type-written legal foolscap. 
The follow- 


ing is a synopsis of the opinion as given 
by Senator Joins: 


"W W. Foster was sheriff of Macon 


county from December, 1880, to Decem- 
ber, 1882, and for a second term from De- 
cember, 1882, to December, 1886. 
After 


the expiration of his term as sheriff, ne 
was sued upon the bond which he gave 
for each of these terms, his sureties upon 
the bonds being sued with him. Defend- 
ants demurred to the declaration in each 
case. That is, they said in effect, admit- 
ting everything in the declaration to be 
true, there is no ground for recovery 
against Foster or his bondsmen, ine 
case which involved his term of four years 
was the one selected by mutual agree- 
ment to be the one which should decide 
the whole matter. The declaration in 
that case contained twenty-seven differ- 
ent statements of the causes of action 
against Foster. The first of these state- 
ments was that Foster had received cer- 
tain sums of money which were the fees 
earned by former sheriffs of Macon coun- 
ty and whicn it was his duty to pay into 
tn'e county treasury, and that he did not 
do that, and therefore he was liable for 
these sums. To this it was replied that 
these sums of money were paid to Foster 
by the board of supervisors alter the ex- 
piration of his term of office. 
"The Supreme Court says that if tins 


is true, then Foster's bondsmen are not 
responsible for these sums of money. 
"1'he truth is that Foster accounted for 


every cent of these tee* in the various 
reports which he made to the county 
board during his term of office, and at

"The sheriff of Macon county ever since 


1872 
prior to the commencement of this 


emit has been m the habit ot making four 
reports each year to the county board 
instead of two. Two of these reports, 
which are called quarterly reports, are 
made in March and December of each 
veur 
They are not authorized by law; 


aud'the other two are the semi-annual 
reports required by law to be made. Mr. 
Foster made these quarterly reports, as 
the county board directed him to do, and 
in each and every one of them during his 
term of office it appears that the fees 
which he collected were not equal to his 
salary and ihe expenses of his office, and 
in each and every one of them the county 
board, after examining them, paid him 
various sums of money to make up the 
difference between the receipts and the 
expenses. 
The county board sued to 


recover these sums of mo*y so paid. 
The supreme court decides that while 
there is no authority of law for the mak- 
ing of these quarterly reports, yet the 
county board, having received them, it 
was their duty to examine them care- 
fully and it is presumed that they did so, 
and having done so, they voluntarily 
paid to Foster the money which these 
reports showed seemed to be due, and 
they cannot recover the money so paid 
upon these quarterly reports. 


"In addition Mr. Foster made each 


year semi-annual reports m May and 
November of all receipts and emoluments 
of his office. These reports also snow 
that ho had not collated enough money 
to i,iiy hia salary and the expanses or his 
office, and upon these reports also the 
county board, after examining and aud-- 


thiBwasbeoanse.lie — 
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chairman of the county board not ao 
so. The supreme court say that it was 
hie duty to report these fees, and having 
received $1278.41 out of the state treas- 
ury which he would not have received a 
he bad reported these fees, Foster and 
his bondsmen are liable to repay this 
sum. 
"It was contended by the county that Foster 


should not be allowed to deduct from the lees 
received from the state for conducting prisoners 
to tbe penitentiary and reform school, the ex- 
pense of conduc ting them from Decatur to JoUet 
and Poatiac. The Supreme court decides that 
it Is the duty of tbe county board to audit and 
examine as to what these expenses really are 
and that it was Foster's right to deduct these 
expenses from tr 3 amount received. 


"Taking all these facts into consideration, it 


isuow quite apparent that the amount which 
the county is liable to recover from Foster, indi- 
vidually, or from his bondsmen, is the amount 
of lees which he inadvertently failed to report 
as collected, amounting to about 823fi, and in 
addition the sum which he received for serving 
papers from foreign counties, the amount of 
winch is unknown and cannot be ascertained 
by anybody, but which thd county charges is 
about S100; and in further addition the sum 
which he received from the state for carrying 
prisoners to the penitentiary, from which must 
be deducted the expense of carrying such pris- 
oners. It is estimated that the expense of car- 
rying these prisoners would be atout 75 or 80 per 
cent, of the amount received; so that it is 
roughly estimated-the figures not being now at 
hand-that Foster will be obliged to pay the 
county between $500 to $700. 


"He lus frequently expressed his willingness 


to piy these sums, but the county board per- 
sistently refused to receive them. In addition 
to this he has offered to compromise the suits 
by the advice of his attorneys and against his 
own desire and earnest protest, to pay the sum 
of $1,000 for tho sake of peace and quiet. Tins 
amount has also been refused by the county 
board. The result of the suit is a complete tn. 
umpli for Foster, he having been sustained in 
the circuit court and also in the Supreme court 
on every contention as to the law of this matter 
which was presented."

dueling, as it exists in France, is some- 
thing far more serious than it is gener- 
ally believed to be in this country. M. 
Belz was the editor of a paper called The 
Bullrtin Officiel du Comite Revisionniste, 
and M. Louis Pierotti was employed in 
The Petit Provencal of Marseilles. The 
manuscript of a romance intended for 
the feuilleton of The Petit Provencal was 
submitted by M. Belz to the editors of 
that journal". M. Pierotti was charged 
with the duty of reading it. lie reported 
against it, and it was declined as un- 
available. The affair was made the sub- 
ject of a newspaper controversy, in 
which M. Belz considered himself suffi- 
ciently wounded to call for a settlement 
upon the field. After considering the 
case, the seconds decided that there was 
no cause of quarrel, and the thing was 
believed to have blown over, when M. 
Belz again came to the attack in an in- 
sulting article in his paper, ending with 
a sneer at M. Pierotti, alluding to his 
nationality. Pierotti, as his name indi- 
cates, was born in Italy, but he was a 
naturalized citizen of the French repub- 
lic. 
A fight then became inevitable. 


The weapons were, as usual, swords. 


After a short and fierce encounter 


Pierotti was rua through, and he fell 
dead in the arrja of his seconds. 
While 


his body was '.ying in the Hospice do la 
Conception, where it wa-s taken in the 
carriage of his adversary, his wife and 
little daughter were waiting for him at 
the Hotel de Marseilles, where he had 
promised to meet them to see the re- 
turn of the troops from tho review. 
M. Belz then went to a dinner party, 
where he loudly glorified himself on 
the result of the combat, which so en- 
raged the rest of the company that they 
forcibly ejected him from the dining 
room. He then proceeded to a banquet 
•of Boulangists, after which he was ar- 
rested and admitted to bail. The other 
day he and the four seconds in the duel 
appeared before the criminal court of 
Aix on a charge of homicide and com- 
plicity therein. 


When Belz came upon the stand to re- 


ply to the president of the court he gave 
with a swaggering air the following ac- 
count of the affair: 


"At. Bouge had charge of the combat. 


In one hand he held his, watch and in 
the other a cane. Pierotti and I were 
both naked to the waist. He defended 
himself very well. In fact he astonished 
me. The point of my weapon struck sev- 
eral times the guard of hi«, and his sword 
pierced my glove, but without wounding 
me. At the !ast moment he rushed at 
me with acoupdefouet. Then I riposted 
and ran him through." 


The President—You mifct ha\e used 


extraordinary force to drive your weapon 
completely through your adversary. 


Belz—Wliy, not at all. I pushed the 


bteel quite naturally. Then, seeing that 
he was wounded, I stepped back and ex- 
claimed, "You are bleeding!" And ho 
was dead. 


The President—What was then done 


with this unfortunate young man? 


Belz (in a careless tone)—Everybody 


seemed to have lost his head. They all 
began to cry, and faith, it was'nt amus- 
ing. 


The President—Did not Pierotti re- 


ceive several pricks in <lit-' arm before he 
received his mortal wound? 


Belz—No; those scratches were made 


after the thrust. 


The President—And so for a few lines 


thoughtlessly written, for a quarrel with- 
out reason, in which you do not figure as 
having had the best of it, we find our- 
selves ui the presence of the corpho-of an 
intelligent and kind hearted young-man, 
who was beloved by everybody, and is 
now torn forever from his little family, 
Voilu la inoralite du duel! 


Belz—There might have been two dead 


men instead of one. 


He received two years' imprisonment. 
But the strange&t state ot affairs exists 


in the Herman army. A Paris corre- 
'•pondent of Courier dcs Etat Unis writes: 


"Among the officers the thing is sim- 


ple enough, and it follows its natural 
course on one side of the Rhine as well 
ai on the other. But that is not the caso 
when a civilian becomes mixed up in tho 
atT,iir. In France the officer insulted by 
a jiei sou outside of the army is inspired 
simply by his own feelings in the matter, 
lie goes to his superior, or chef de corps, 
and explains the case. The latter, after 
tuning 
looked 
onrefully 
into 
tho 


matter, advi.ies 
him 
only to fight 


or not to tight, as the case may 
be. 
In Germany an officer insulted 


under the same conditions is not free to 
give to the affair the sequel that ho 
might desire. There exists in each regi- 
ment a tribunal of honor to whose de- 
cision he must submit. If this tribunal 
permits him to light, the officer, without 
further hesitation, goes ahead; but, if 
the decision forbids him to go upon tho 
dueling ground, the case becomes seri- 
ous for the insulted officer, because 
every officer who does not obtain satis- 
faction for an iusi It is obliged to quit 
the army. And it is the same if the in- 
sulter refuses reparation. 
Under these 


conditions, the German officer may be 
compelled, in spite of himself, to hand 
in his resignation. 
Even if the tribunal 


decides that the insulter 13 not worthy 
to cross swords with an officer, the lat- 
ter, finding himself in the impossibility 
of exacting & itisfaction, has no other re- 
course than .o resign. And if he does 
not resign in twenty-fours, he will be 
compelled to do so by the tribunal of 
honor.—New York Sun. 


A Letter Kiue Years on Its Travels. 
A registered letter, supposed to con- 


tain something valuable, was returned 
to the Baltimore postoffice recently. 
It was sent from here to New York city 
for a party there as far back as March 
15, 1S81. The regulations require regis- 
tered letters to be returned to the sender 
within thirty days if undelivered. 
The 


letter had no explanation or indorsement 
after its nearly nine years of sleep in 
New York. If the woman who sent it 
will call at the postoffice she can get it 
back now, but she will be required to 
identify it.—Baltimore American.
